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Japan Sulfate to Total 350,000 Tons 


Sulfate of ‘(Ammonia Trade Combi ne 


Formed to Support Weak 


Holders—Bean Cake Fertilizers Being Replaced By Sulfate 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, May 10—Contracts for 
sulfate of ammonia concluded so 
far this year amount to over 150,000 
tons and fertilizer men estimate the 
year’s total far in excess of 350,000 
tons. 

Japan Artificial Fertilizer Co. has 
announced that its experiments at 
extracting nitrogen from the air on 
the Haber system have proved suc- 
cessful from both technical and 
commercial standpoints. It is de- 
bating now whether to increase its 
own capitalization by 10,000,000 yen 
and include the new enterprise in 
its present establishment or to 
launch a new company. 

Haber method was confiscated 
by the Japanese Government from 
Germany during the war. With the 
object of using it, Oriental Nitrogen 
Guild was formed, including Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha, Mitsubishi Goshi 
Kaisha, Sumitomo interests, Sankyo 
Drug Manuafcturing Co. and Japan 
Artificial Fertilizer Co. In order 
to start manufacturing, the last- 
mentioned concern must procure 
the consent of the other members 
of the guild. It is understood, how- 
ever, that their tacit consent has 
already been obtained. 

Figures for past years show a 
marked tendency on the part of 
Japanese agriculturists to abandon 
bean cake fertilizers for sulfate of 
ammonia, potassium sulfate, — ni- 
trate of soda and other artificial fer- 
tilizers. Sulfate of ammonia has 
proved particularly popular, as the 
following figures show:

change rates, a temporary sulfate 
of ammonia combine was organized 
two days ago, it became known to- 
day. Mitsui, Mitsubishi and Suzuki 
interests, importers, and dealers of 
Moriroku, Suzuka, Kawaguchi, 
Kinoshita, Takahatake, Koura, Ku- 
bo, Tokiwa and Simada are repre- 
sented. It has been agreed that 
none of the firms in the combine 
will enter into fresh contracts for 
May shipment and that the trust 
will buy from its members and 
hold 1,200 of the 3,600 tons by 
which the market is believed to be 
overstocked at present. The pur- 
chase price which the combine is 
to pay is 148 yen. The quotation 
in the spot market is 150 yen. 


RESINS. ARE DUTIABLE 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—L. 
C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of 
Treasury, has directed Collector of 
Customs at New York, to assess 
duty at rate of 40 per cent per 
pound and 50 per cent ad valorem 
on aromatic resins. In connection 
with this decision Secretary An- 
drews says: 

“Importers in their protests 
claimed that the merchandise was 
free of duty under paragraph 1584 
and, if not free, it was dutiable at 
the rate of 20% ad valorem under 
paragraph 1459 or alternatively at 
the rate of 25% ad valorem under 
paragraph 59. The legal effect 
of the Court’s decision is that the 
importers’ protests are over-ruled 
and its expression of opinion that 
the merchandise was dutiable un- 
der the third clause of paragraph 
61 was dictum.”

HOLDING OIL HEARING 

(Special to CHrmicaAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., June 2 — 
Vegetable oil investigation hearings 
were held all last week by Tariff 
Commission. Among those who ap- 
peared before the Commission were 
John B. Gordon, of Bureau of Raw 
Materials for American Vegetable 
Oils and Fats Industry; F. M. 
Barnes, of Procter & Gamble; W. 
E. Loomis, and Charles Holman, 
of the dairy and farm industries; D. 
A. Brodie, of Bureau of Markets, 
Georgia; and Vincent Villamin, of 
Philippine Chamber of Commerce 
of New York. 

Mr. Villamin opposed any change 
in rate of coconut oil, declaring that 
no competition in United States be- 
tween domestic and imported oil 
exists, only 1 per cent of imported 
oil coming from foreign countries, 
the rest coming from Philippines. 

John B. Gordon testified in favor 
of a reduction of tariff rates on ve- 
getable oils and read into the record 
production costs of American refin- 
soya bean oils. He 
laid before the Commission analyses 
made by Agricultural College Ex- 
periment Stations of the different 
types of sova beans. He read into 
the record also figures covering 
milling losses and gains on all oil 
seeds crushed here and abroad. He 
advocated that production costs on 
soya beans, soya bean meal, and 
soya bean oil be allocated. 

R. U. Delaypenha of New York, 
speaking for American packers of 
olive oil, asked that a date be made 
to present witnesses to show that 
American olive oil packing industry 
is being threatened with extinction.

528 tons. Supplies are sent chief- 
ly to European refiners.

Indies exports during past three 
years have been:— 1923, 1,472 tons; 
1924, 7,961 tons, 1925, 11,050 tons. 
A slight decrease in the tonnage 
of damar exported was recorded 
during 1925, chiefly owing to small- 
er shipments to Holland, England, 
U. S. and Japan. In 1924 exports 
























were 7,620 tons and in 1925, 7,478 
tons. U. S. imports from this 
quarter dropped from 1,742 tons

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CANADA SEEKS EPSOM 
SALTS DUTY ADVANCE 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Montreal, Que.—An increase in 
tariff on epsom salts in Canada is 
asked by Basque Chemical  Co., 
who appeared before Dominion 
Tariff Board this week. 

The applicants asked for a duty 
to enable them to develop the salt 
deposits of British Columbia. They 
claimed that epsom salts are being 
imported into Canada below a sane 
market price. They also claimed 
that these salts must be by-pro- 
duct salts and inferior in quality. 
It was stated that Germany prac- 
tically controlled the market. 

If this protective tariff is granted, 
the applicants promised to erect a 
refinery at a cost of $15,000 to man- 
ufacture epsom salts. Jit was stated 
that the Canadian public spends 
$50,000 on epsom salts every year. 


A by-product coking plant is to 
be erected at the Minto coal fields 
by the New’ Brunswick, Canada, 
Government.

Sales of nitrate of soda for ar- 
rival at New York during the latter 
part of June were made this week 
at $2.45 per 100 Ibs. On this basis 
brokers here have put through a 
better volume of sales than has 
been the case for some time past. 
The open quotation for spot goods 
remains at $2.63 per 100 lbs., but 
this figure is known to have been 
shaded. Good sales of muriate of 
potash are reported on this market, 
and in fact, the demand for fertil- 
izers as a whole locally seems to be 
picking up. Dried blood is quoted 
a shade higher at $3.50 per unit 
New York, with Chicago  un- 
changed and South American for 
shipment also higher at $4.00 per 
unit. Bone meal is scarce on spot, 
with sales made recently at $35.00 
ton. The Chicago market is also 
reported bare of stocks. 

Antimony continues to ease off, 
due to a very slim demand. Quo- 
tations are heard this week on the 
basis of 7'%4c@8c th c. f. for May 
June shipment from China. Spot 
market is purely nominal. With 
any sizeable inquiry, the market 
should firm somewhat. Other 
metals show little change since last 
reported. Egg albumen is again 
off to 95c@$1.00 tb spot as to 
quality. The demand is routine. 

Other items in this group are 
generally unchanged. Starches, 
dextrins and sizes are moving in 
fair volume without price change. 
Dry colors continue in good demand 
and the prices show a steadiness 
characteristic of the season. Ac- 
celerators are also without features 
worthy of comment, with a routine 
inquiry reported. 

The trend of turpentine and rosin 
markets continues upward. Cur- 
rent spot turpentine prices are 86%c 
@91%4c gal. Demand is better, al- 
though buyers are still reluctant to 
purchase in a large way. This is 
probably explained by the fact that 
they look to lower prices with the 
movement of the new crop. Ad- 
vances are recorded in practically 
all grades of rosins, particularly 
lower grades. Inquiry is better this 
week with interest shown by for- 
eign buyers. The spot position is 
quite strong and reports from the 
primary markets bear out this feel- 
ing.

During June the prices will pro- 
bably recede a bit, but the present 
market represents a good idea of 
future values for some time to 
come. Receipts of rosin this week 
were 10,118 bbls.; sales reported, 
5,807 bbls.; shipments, 6,813 bbls. 
and stocks, 43,218 bbls.

Freeport Sulfur Output Highest in April 


$3,500,000 Additional Earnings Will Come When Contracts Are Renewed 
At Higher Price—Mudding Operations Successful at Bryan Mound 


Sulfur production for April by 
Freeport Texas Co. was the largest 
in the history of the company, and 
it is expected that between 600,000 
and 700,000 tons will be produced 
this year, against 537,000 tons in 
1917 which was the previous year 
of largest production. 


The company showed a net for 
quarter ended Feb. 28 of $265,824, 
equal to 36 cents a share, against 
a deficit of $8,585 for the corres- 
ponding quarter of last year. Sul- 
fur prices have advanced from 
$13.00 to $19.00 per ton but prac- 
tically all of the resting contracts 
were written at the lower figure. 
Most of these contracts expire this 
year and will be renewed at the 
higher figure. 

“Thus, says ‘Wall Street Jour- 
nal,’ Freeport can reasonably count 
on increased profits next year of 
$6.00 per ton on 600,000 or 700,000 
tons, or roughly $3,500,000. This 
would indicate a minimum earning 
of $5.00 a share on 729,844 shares 
outstanding. 

“Tncreased production comes from 
only a part of Freeport’s plant ca- 
pacity. Two plants are held in 
reserve at Bryan Mound to increase 
production when necessary. Hos- 
kins Mound, which is the property 
of Texas Co., is producing about 
one-third of Freeport’s output, and 
a royalty of $1.00 ton and 50 per 
cent of profits are paid to Texas 
Co. The contract provides that the 
profits be split equally until Free- 
port has been paid $2,000,000 for its 
plant, after which Freeport will re- 
ceive 30 per cent, and Texas 70 
per cent. At present time it will 
be considerable time before the 
change will be made.” 

Mudding operations, that is the 
filling up of cavities from whic'n sul- 
fur has been pumped, have been 
successfully carried out at Hoskins 
Mound. This operation stops up 
the outlets through which hot wa- 
ter escapes and makes for lower 
production costs.
